The j-atsions which act most severely on 
physie.M lil'u are anger, fear, hatred and grief.

By his 
economy he is saving himself from all the 
worry incident to penury; by his caution he 
is screening himself from all the risks incident 
to speculation or the attempt to amass wealth 
by hazardous means; by bis regularity of 
hours and perfect appropriation of the sun- 
light, in preference to artificial illumination, 
he rests and works in periods that precisely 
accord with the periodicity of nature; by his 
abstemiousness in living, he takes just enough 
to live, which is precisely the right thing to 
do according to the natural law. Thus, in 
almost every particular, he goes on his way 
freer than other men from the external causes 
of all the induced diseases, and better protect- 
ed than most men from the worst csnscquences 
of those diseases which spring from causes 
that arc ■ncontrollable.

Again procrastination! Again that 
subjecting of the proper conduct of 
public affairs to political exigencies and 
private ends! The Attorney General 
refrains from appointing the Clinton 
Assize. No wonder. The Cariboo 
election is on hand, and also a No- 
nunion arbitration, lie finds it ilifli- 
cul.t to give his presence to all 
three matters. Meanwhile, the most 
.solemn duty of every Gorornniexit, viz., 
that of Uie ad ministration of .justice, is 
trailed on the ground. What matters 
it to the Attorney General if the trial 
of the Poole case goes over to an un- 
certain Spring Assizo; if witnesses die 
or go away. We speak with authority 
in saying that there is an important 
witness in Victoria for one of tho de- 
fendants j that he is waiting here to 
proceed at the peril of his health to 
Clinton; that his testimony is deemed' 
so important and his life so uncertain 
that his uvidenco was taken before Mr. 
Sanders at Clinton. And what of tho 
numerous witnesses for tho prosecu- 
tion? is life more stable . with them 
than with us? Yet it seems a light 
mattor to our Attorney General to 
either postpone the case until late in 
the fall or to allow it to go over alto- 
gether until the spring. The latter 
course would be wrong in any event — 
unjust to the accused, unjust to Society. 
If tho accused be innocent, let tboni 
have their trial as they should, long 
'oro this have had it if the Government 
had done its duty. If they are guilty 
they should be tried lest witnesses die, 
go away, or their memories fade. The 
further postponement of the Assizes 
will result in the dragging of witnesses 
in an inclement season of the year dis- 
tances varying from fifty to one hun- 
dred and fifty miles. Usually not less 
than a month's notice of Assize is 
givon to enable all parties to govern 
themselves. If a less speedy notice be 
given, the Government will be placed 
in a somewhat similar dilemma to that,, 
lately experienced in C'assiar, where 
the Court arrived at the Assizo town 
simultaneously with notice of the 
session. Altogether we complain of the 
mal-administration of justice. The Tom 
Anderson* case at C'assiar is an instanco 
of almost criminal neglect. The case 
of Eeoina versus Charlie, charged 
at Clinton with murder, is such 
that there is not a Registrar's record to 
show whether he was acquitted or dis- 
charged — no one knowing, from the 
absence of an official document, whe- 
ther the man can be placed on trial 
again to meet the now overwhelming 
evidence against him. Whose fault is 
it that these records are unkept i — 
that it was at tho last Clinton Assize a 
matter of debate — a war merely of 
words — whether Charlie was to be 
placed on trial for his life again or 
discharged? Assuredly it was not the 
fault of tho Acting Registrar — the 
Government Agent — for that officer, 
with the office of Registrar thrust 
on him, had never been instructed as 
to his duties. Were it not that public 
officers had been lately made aware by 
the Judges of the duties devolving on 
them it would have been difficult to 
say where the incompetence of the 
Government would end. It seems that 
we have ever to prod tho Government 
into a sense of their duly. Late 
though it be, the next Gazette should 
contain a notice of the Clinton Assize, 
not less than a month's notice being 
given.

Tho Liverpool Courier of recent date 
states that the application of the Can- 
adian Minsters for a guarantee on the 
Pacific llaihvay Concession is not like- 
ly to succeed, but another and nearly 
as important a part of their mission is 
in a fair way to be arranged. While 
the Pacific Railway negotiations have 
been left in the bands of Sir John A. 
Macdonald his colleague, Sir Alex- 
ander Galt, has been charged with the 
arrangement of a scheme for the estab- 
lishment of a national banking system 
for the Dominion. The Canadian bank 
charters expire next year, and the new 
system, tho details of which have been 
placed before the Government and be- 
fore leading hanking firms having 
Canadian connections, will, if it be ap- 
proved of, then come into effect. 

THE VALUE OF A DRY DOCK. 



We clip the following article from 
the Canterbury Time*, a paper publish- 
ed in New Zealand. It will convey to 
the reader an idea, faint although it 
may be, of tho value of a drydock to a 
sea-port : — 

Sometime ago the port of Auckland was 
practically mado tho headquarters of the 
German navy in the South Pacific. This 
has been tho moans of circulating a good 
deal of money in the district which would 
not othorwisc have reached it. The Al- 
batross, a gunboat, has just como out of 
tho dock after being in it for about a fort- 
night, during which she got a thorough 
overhaul. Her old copper was taken off 
and' was replaced by new. The wholo 
vessel was rc-caulkcd, and in the progress 
of tho work it was found that many of tho 
planks in her bottom, sides and deck were 
quito rotton. These have to bo replaced 
with now onc3. She will also have a new- 
rig out of sails, Jrc.y so that altogether 
she will leave nearly £0000 behind her. 
The Bertha, when here recently, was also 
wholly refitted, provisioned, &c., at a 
cost of fully £11,000. The Malai.tu, a 
vessel employed by one of the German 
firms engaged in the Samoon trade, has 
just been sent up here for repairs, refitt- 
ing, &c, and it is expected she will put 
some £1500 to £2000 m circulation in 
consequence. These proofs of the value 
of tho German trade have produced a 
strong feeling of hostility to thoso who 
aro responsible for the shallowness of tho 
dock, when it became known that the 
captain of tho German war ship Bismarck 



which was to come here for repairs, re- 
fitting \-c., had decided to go to Sydney 
in place <>f Auckland in consequence of 
that shallowness. The fact that the re- 
pairs, X'c. , of this one vessel aro to be ex- 
ecuted in Sydney is a loss to tho trade of 
Auckland of at least £L>,000, probably 
more. Jjot long ago one of Her Majesty's 
ships would have been docked here but it 
was found that oven with the guns, &c, 
removed, the depth of water on the sill 
of the dock was barely sufficient to float 
the vessel. Thus a good round sum was 
lust which would otherwise been spent 
in tho place. An additional expenditure 
of a few thousand pounds would have 
given sufficient depth of water upon the 
dock s i]l to have docked all the German 
war Vessels on the Pacific station as well 
as the majority of thoso belonging to the 
British Navy. Each subsequent year will 
only add fresh proofs of the unwisdom of 
the Harbour Board in constructing a dock 
of over JlOOft. in length with a depth only 
sufficient for coasters.

A French. Maidon Charged -with Poi- 
0021111? TfcroQ Persons for Monoy.

Murders and rumours of murders 
are following one another in quick and 
terrible succession. The lrtest addition 
to the annals of crimo comes from the 
neighbourhood of Aix, in the South of 
France. It is only fair to state that 
tho verdict of tho tribunal has not yot 
been pronounced, but the following 
are tho facts reported from the little 
village of Lambesc : —Three persons — 
a gallant soldier, a kind-hearted old 
lady, and a generous and well-to-do 
person, M. Laurent by name— died 
sudden deaths under circumstances 
which gave rise lo suspicions that 
poison had been taken in all throe 
instances. This proved to have been 
the case upon the examination of the 
bodies by order of tho Proourour-Gon- 
eral. "Look for the woman," is a say- 
ing which is applicable in all instances 
where mystery exists, and its origin 
cannot be traced. In tho present caso 
the talisman was consulted, and the re- 
sult was that one of the prettiest and 
most popular of ibe village maidens 
was put under arrest. Young Baptis- 
tine was an acknowledged coquette in 
Laiubesc, and it was with considerable 
surprise that on out! fine day, shortly 
before the Franco German war, the 
congregation of the village heard from 
tbe lips of its Cure that a certain Bar- 
theleiny Philip was about to wed her. 
The bridegroom had just served his 
time in the army, and was looking for- 
ward to a happy life with his wiff> in 
Lambesc, which was his home, when 
suddenly he was called upon to rejoin 
his regiment. He served throughout 
the campaign against Germany, while 
during his absence Baptistine took ser- 
vice with Mine. Martin, a respectable 
old lady. In spite of the devoted care 
of her young servant, Mine. Martin 
died rather suddenly one day, and was 
buried. The doctor said she had an 
internal disorder, and no suspicions 
wero aroused. Mme. Martin's relations 
were surprised, however, at not finding 
any traces of the money which sho was 
supposed to have possessed. When 
Philip returned from the wars he found 
his Baptistine no longer gay ss hereto- 
fore, but silent and downcast. As she, 
however, according to report, was a sad 
coquette, he paid no attention to the 
change in demeanour. Shortly after- 
wards a rich uncle of his proposed to 
come and live with him. Philip ob- 
jected to this arrangement, but sug- 
gested, by way of conciliation, that 
Baptistine should visit him every day. 
Not long afterward M. Laurent died 
suddenly, leaving all his fortune to 
young Baptistine and her husband. 
The latter, strangely enough, forthwith 
made his will, bequeathing, of course, 
his share of the fortune to his wife. 
Then an alarming illness seized him 
and quickly carried him oil". Matters 
immediately assumed a serious aspect. 
The Procureur-General was sent for, 
and, although the medical practitioner 
of the village declared that Philip had 
died of indigestion, a large quantity of 
arsenic was found in his stomach as 
well as in the remains of his uncle and 
those of Mine. Martin.

BRITISH INDLV. 
Simla, Sept. 1C. — One of the troop- 
ers of Major Cavagnari's escort arrived 
at Sundik-Notal yesterday. Ho says 
that the roof of the British Rosidency 
at Cabul was commanded bv other 
houses, and was consequently untenable 
by the besieged, who mado a trench 
outside. At about one o'clock in the 
afternoon on the day of the massacre, 
Major ( 'avagnari received a wound from 
a ricochetting bullet in his forehead. 
•Mr. J on ky ns, Major Cavagnari's as- 
sistant, who arrived at the Residency 
during the attack, wrote to the Ameer 
for help, and the Ameer's reply was, 
"God will help; I am making arrange- 
ments." A previous request for aid 
from Major Cavagnari had mot with 
the same reply. Mr. Jenkyus wrote 
again when Major Cavagnari was 
wounded, but the bearer of tho lettor 
■was cut to pieces by the mutineers. A 
trooper then started, but was disarmed 
and imprisoned. He succeeded in escap- 
ing at daybreak on the 4th of Septem- 
ber, and visited tho Residency, where 
he saw the corpse of Lieut. Hamilton, 
commanding the escort of tho British 
Mission, lying across a mounted gun. 
Ho says that Mr. Jenkyns was with a 
person called Yah-IIah-Khun, and he 
is therefore presumably alive. The 
escaped trooper saw no troops on the 
road from Cabul to Jellallabad and 
Dakka, and as far as we knew none 
■were coming. A comrade who was 
confined in Cabul informed him that 
Lieutenant Hamilton shot three of the 
mutineers with his revolver and killed 
two with his sabre. Dr. Kelly, who 
was connected with the mission, was 
lying dead inside the Residency. Major 
Cavagnari was in a room which was 
burnt and which had fallen in. His 
body had not been found. Three na- 
tive officers of tho Guides were burned 
to death near the Residoney. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Sept. 16. — In con- 
nection with the arrest of Wm. Roddan 
and wife, at Wheatland, yesterday, 
charged with the recent attack on Ida 
Dunn and Cora Heslep, the Call pub- 
lishes a statement of facts in tho case 
gathered from authentic sources, which 
are in brief: that on the night of the 
affair Mrs. Roddan discovered criminal 
intimacy between her husband and Ida 
Dunn; that the latter fled to her room 
where Mrs. Roddan attacked her with 
an iron stake, inflicting wounds which 
so nearly caused her death and in so 
doing by accidtnt struck her own sis- 
ter, Miss Heslep, who occupied tho 
same bed. Mr. and Mrs. Roddan then, 
before notifying the neighbors, con- 
summated arrangements to ward off 
suspicion from the real assailant.

THE PEOPLE OF THE NORTHERN SHORES 
OF RUSSIA. 

The Copenhagen correspondent of 
the Pall Mall Gr.zette has been furnish- 
ing that paper with a summary of the 
leports of Professor Nordenskjold, of 
tho Danish Arctic expedition. The 
following is an interesting extract: 
During tho fith and 7th of September 
the Vega steamed on slowly along the 
coast, but on the 8th she was obliged 
to anchor, and on the morning of tho 
9th, the natives having by signs invited 
Professor Nordenskjold to come on 
shore, ho landed with most of his com- 
panions and visited the Tschuktscher's 
tents, which were generally covered in- 
side with the skins of reindeer, and 
lighted and warmed by lamps burning 
train-oil. The travelers were kindly 
received and treated most hospitably, 
the provisions of the natives at the 
moment being plentiful. In one tent 
reindeer flesh was being boiled in a 
largo iron pot ; in another- tho natives 
were occupied in dressing two newly- 
shot reindeer. In a third tent an old 
woman was busy preserving the con- 
tents of tho reindeers' stomachs, a 
greenish, spinach-like looking substance, 
in a bag made of sealskin, evidently ns 
a delicacy for tho winter, tho half-di- 
gested vegetables being looked upon by 
the natives as a great delicacy. They 
are mixed with tho green buds of trees, 
allowed to ferment and then to freeze, 
and in winter are stewed and eaten 
with meat, or boiled into a kind of 
vegetablo soup. Others of the natives 
were occupied in tilling sealskin bottles 
with train-oil. 

Children swarmed everywhere; they 
wero evidently kindly treated, and 
looked healthy. Outside the tents the 
tho children wero covered up in skins, 
but inside they were nearly naked, like 
tho women, who only wore a skin 
cover round the waist — probably a re- 
miniscence of tho habit which prevail- 
ed when they inhabited a much warm- 
er climate. The result of botanical 
and zoological researches was unsatis- 
factory, and the scraping along the sea 
bottom was also without result. In 
tho sea only one walrus and some seals 
were observed, nnd a number of swim- 
ming snipe (belonging to the family of 
the Pkalaropus). At the mouth of a 
small, nearly dried-up river was discov- 
ered a burial-place containing a large 
number of burned bones covered with 
turf and stones. It was the first time 
any ship had been there, and the ar- 
rival of the Vega was a great event, 
and was quickly noised about, the con- 
sequence being a succession of fresh 
arrivals from the interior, and numer- 
ous visits. It is remarkable how close- 
ly tho implements used by the natives 
resemble, even to the most minute de- 
tails, those employed by the Esqui- 
maux, which will be shown by com- 
parison when the Professor returns. 

M. Nordenskjold writes: "As in 
1875 and 187G, I could not make any 
use of the different articles which I 
had brought with me for barter with 
tho natives, who, however, accepted 
eargely even Russian paper money. 
This time I unfortunately took only 
Russian money with me; but this is 
quite useless here. A note of twenty- 
five rubles is thought less of here than 
a gilt sheet of paper covering a piece 
of soap; and gold or silver coin is of 
less value than a gilt button, and to be 
of any use for bartering must first be 
perforated, so as to be able to servo as 
an ear-ring. What is in most demand 
here are coarse needles, darning need- 
les, knives, especially la.ge Ones, axes, 
drilling implements, shirts made of 
linen or wool, dyed in brilliant colors, 
neckties, tobacco, and I need hardly 
add, brandy, for which the natives 
would sacrifice anything, but which I 
have refused to serve out to them gen- 
erally. The people are sharp and cun- 
ning, and trained up from childhood to 
be sharp in their dealings and barter- 
ings with tho American traders, who 
assemble at a market held on the Island 
of Irbit. It is stated that the skin of 
a beaver is sometimes paid for with a 
leaf of tobacco. Tobacco is here gen- 
erally used by the men, and by the 
women also when they have a chance. 
It is usually smoked in short, curious- 
ly constructed pipes, which every male 
carries about with him. Usually the 
tobacco serves first for chewing pur- 
poses ; it is afterwards placed behind 
the ear to dry, and is then in fine con- 
dition for smoking in a pipe. Salt is 
never used, but sugar is considered a 
great delicacy. Coffee is at a discount, 
but tea is drunk with evident relish. 

"Dr. Kimgirst has examined tho 
eyes of a great number of natives, and 
has found that color-blindness is near- 
ly unknown. At first the natives re- 
fused to submit to the examination, 
but were finally induced to do so, 
tempted by a glass of brandy contain- 
ing 1 k cubic inches, and this small 
quantit; was in several cases sufficient 
to produce an incipient state of intoxi- 
cation, in which condition the natives 
were good-natured and not at all quar- 
rolsomc. Not a few had round their 
necks amulets, which they would not 
part with at any price, and one, who 
probably had been baptized, wore a 
Greek cross. His religion, however, 
was in any case only skin deep, as he 
crossed himself with great reverence 
for the sun in our preseuce; other- 
wise we have been unable to discover 
any kind of religion or of religious cer- 
emonies. The clothes of tho men aro 
made of the skin of the reindeer, or in 
a few cases of boar-skins, with the hair 
turned outward ; on the feet moccasins 
are worn. The hair of tho head is 
shaved off, except a narrow border, 
which is combed down over the fore- 
head, and generally the ears are pierc- 
ed ; tho women are tattooed in tho 
face, and wear a kind of fur robo reach- 
ing to the knees. Occasionally tho men 
are painted with a Greek cross on both 
cheeks."
